ROMANS DOMESTICATED CATS 
IN BRITIAN, EXCAVATIONS REVEAL 


Bones, identified as those of a cat, 
have been found at a depth of 12 feet 
during archaeological excavations at 
Lullingstone, Eynsford, in Kent, Brit- 
ain. The discovery, made in Septem- 
ber, is the first evidence so far ob- 
tained that the Romans during their 
occupation of Britain more than 1,600 
years ago, domesticated and kept cats 
as family pets. 

The bones have been identified as 
those of a cat that lived between the 
years A. D. 300 and A. D, 400. They 
were included among the spectacular 
finds consisting of marble busts, mo- 
saic floorings, bronze ingots and pot- 
tery of this period at the site, on which 
stood the villa of a Roman of high 
position. 


The fact that the household kept a 
cat was discovered by Mr. Ernest 
Grenfield, an amateur archaelogist of 
London. He told reporters of the Eng- 
lish press: “There is no doubt that the 
Romans in ancient Britain put the 
cat out at night and were troubled 
with mice. This particular cat had a 
tragic end. The villa was destroyed by 
fire, and the cat was killed by falling 
masonry.” 

When news of the discovery was 
telephoned to the University of Lon- 
don’s Institute of Archaeology, experts 
were rushed to the scene. The bones of 
the cat were sent to the institute for 
examination by Dr. F. E. Zeuner, pro- 
fessor of Environmental Archaeology, 
and a report of his study will no doubt 





KITTEN GIVEN “LIFE’’ 
IN MASS. PRISON 


Dr. Miriam Van Waters, superin- 
tendent of the Women’s Reformatory, 
Framingham, Mass., presented a Per- 
sian kitten to Eugene E. Budd, serving 
an 18-20-year sentence in the Massa- 
chusetts State prison at Charlestown, 
Mass., for armed robbery. 

Warden John J. O’Brien gave per- 
mission for the kitten to become a 
“lifer” at the prison at the suggestion 
of the Rev. Howard P. Kellett, Protes- 
tant chaplain at the Charlestown insti- 
tution. Budd is the minister’s prison 
clerk. 

The kitten, unnamed, has the run of 
the cell block where Budd is confined 
at night. During the hours he is out 
of the cell, the kitten is quartered in 
the chaplain’s office. 


MOST BEAUTIFUL CAT 

With 400 entries representing eight 
countries at the International Cat Show 
held at Paris, France on November 5, 
Southaway Nicholas, a blue Persian 
owned by Leila Gibbons of Philadel- 
phia, was adjudged the world’s most 
beautiful cat for the third straight 
year. 

Miss Gibbons has been residing in 
Switzerland since before the war. 


be made some time after the first of 
the year. 

Until now, there has been no record 
when the cat became domesticated in 
Britain. The earliest written record of 
domestic cats there is found in a law 
for their protection passed by the 
Welsh chieftain, Howel the Good in 
A. D. 936. 

This law stated that anyone who 
stole or killed a cat that guarded the 
Prince of Wales’ granery was to for- 
feit a milch ewe, its fleece, and lamb, 
or as much wheat as when poured on 
the cat suspended by its tail (the head 
touching the floor) would form a heap 
high enough to cover the top of the 
tail. 

Howel the Good, who was the Prince 
of Wales, fixed the price of a kitten 
before it could see at a penny; after it 
had captured a mouse, two-pence; and 
if it gave further proof of its useful- 
ness, it was valued at four-pence, 


The discovery in Kent virtually elim- 
inates the general opinion that the cat 
was almost neglected by the Romans, 
although it has been reported that the 
likeness of a cat often emblazoned the 
flags and the shields of the Roman 
soldiers.

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HISTORY OF THE AMERICAN CAT FANCY 


PART 11 — THE RUSSIAN BLUES 


BY CHARLES A. KENNY

The first known-to-be imported Rus- 
sian Blue short hair cat was obtained 
by Mrs. Clinton Locke of Chicago just 
at the turn of the Twentieth Century. 
This was a male named Blue Royal and 
was registered in Volume I of the 
Beresford Stud Book, dated July 1900. 

Blue Royal was born in 1899 and was 
purchased from the breeder, a Mr. G. 
Towlerton Flanshome of Wakefield, 
England. He had AMBER EYES! 

This article on Russian Blue Cats is 
published at a time when American 
breeders are endeavoring to import 
such cats, following the recognition of 
the Class, first by the American Cat 
Association at its annual meeting in 
Chicago in April of this year (1949), 
and more recently by the Cat Fanciers’ 
Association at its quarterly meeting 
held in New York during October. 

Both Associations have accepted the 
standard as written by the Short-Hair- 
ed Cat Society of Great Britain and 
adopted officially by the Governing 
Council of the Cat Fancy (England). 

The present standard decrees that 
the color of the eyes of the Russian 
Blue Cat “should be as vividly green 
as possible.” 

Therefore, something has happened 
to the standard since 1900! The color 
of the eyes of the Russian Blue has 
been changed. The standard as drawn 
up originally by the British Cat Club 
and published in The Book of the Cat 
by Frances Simpson (Cassell & Com- 
pany, Ltd., London 1902) states that 
the eyes will be “deep orange in 
colour.” 

When this changeover from orange 
to green was effected must be left to 
some one member of the English cat 
fancy, who has the data available. This 
writer does not have the information. 

Since the eyes of a cat as far as 
color is concerned definitely deter- 
mines its classification, then it seems 
likely that the Russian Blue of yester- 
year as compared with the Russian 
Blue of today, are two distinct and 
separate classes of foreign shorthair. 

It is the writer’s opinion that the 
green-eyed Russian Blue of today is 
not a Russian Blue in the strict inter- 
pretation of the standard of yesterday, 
or vice-versa. Therefore, why accept 
the name, Russian Blue, for the mod- 
ern version? 

Harrison Weir who staged the first 
cat show in England in the 1870s, re- 
fers to the Russian cats as a LONG 
HAIR BREED in his book, Our Cats, 
slanted at the cat fancy. No reference 
is made to eye color. 

As a result, it is the opinion of this 
writer that the only SAFE and PLAUS- 
IBLE way of deciding the issue is 
CHANGE THE NAME OF THE CLAS- 
SIFICATION, eliminating the name, 
Russian. This, of course, must be ap- 
proved by the American Cat Associa- 
tion and the Cat Fanciers’ Associa- 


tion, both of whom recognize the class 
in the past by reason of their accept- 
ance of the cats in their respective 
stud books. 

Volume I of the American Cat As- 
sociation stud book, published in 1907, 
lists 14 Russian Blue cats—six males 
and eight females. Wherever indicated, 
the entries are listed as possessing 
ORANGE, YELLOW, COPPER OR 
AMBER EYES. 


Volume I of the Cat Fanciers’ Asso- 
ciation stud book, dated 1909, has a 
single entry, Peterkin, a male Russian 


Blue with YELLOW EYES. The cat 
was owned by Miss Jane Cathcart of 
Oradell, N. J. It was purchased from 
the breeder, Mrs. E. A. Clark of Bath, 
England. Sire was The Muscovite and 
the dam, Oka. 

Mrs. Carew Cox, who specialized at 
the turn of the Century in England 
with Russian cats wrote that many of 
them were imported from Northern 
Russia. In her description she writes, 
“The eyes of a Russian should be gold- 
en in colour, or deep orange.”

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CALIFORNIA LAUNCHES COUNTER BLOCKADE 


TO HEAD OFF LEGISLATIVE BILLS AGAINST CATS 
GUY BOGART ORGANIZES CAT FRIENDS 


A counter-acting force to smash the 
campaign of the Friends of the Birds 
in the State of California has just been 
organized. 


Dr. Guy Bogart of Beaumont, Calli- 
fornia, has launched the California 
Friends of the Cats to combat the con- 
certed efforts of the Friends of the 
Birds adherents in their efforts to ob- 
tain state legislation to stifle the own- 
ing of cats in the State of California. 
His California Friends of the Cats cam- 
paign is now underway. 


Friends of the Birds started its Cali- 
fornia drive in July of this year from 
its newly established headquarters in 
Santa Barbara, California, with the 


president of the organization, Gertrude 
Charny, sending forth a letter under 
date of July 5, 1949 to its mailing lists 
throughout the United States. One of 
these mimeographed letters was re- 
layed to CATS MAGAZINE after it was 
received by a resident of the State of 
Washington. 

The letter is the opening salvo “af- 
ter the dark time following the shock 
of the Governor’s veto,” to quote the 
opening salutation, in the drive to 
bring about derogatory cat laws in 
California. 

Friends of the Birds literally rocked 
the humane world of America when it 
succeeded last Spring in sponsoring 
legislation in the State of Illinois to 


curtail the freedom of pet cats and 
restrict the ownership of them by 
levying fines against owners. Governor 
Stevenson of Illinois, a cat owner, 
promptly vetoed the bill instead of 
signing it into law it had successfully 
passed both houses. This was the fa- 
mous Marauding Cat Law. 


The California letter states that the 
“cat situation” in California “is beyond 
belief.” 


An appeal is included in behalf of 
the Illinois Friends of the Birds to 
“please help to keep the Illinois or- 
ganization a going concern.” Mrs. 
Genevieve Benson of Chicago is the 
secretary. 





“UNCLE GUY” BOGART, CALIFORNIA SPORTSMEN, STARTS 
DRIVE AGAINST CALIFORNIA'S IMPENDING CAT LAWS 


Dr. Guy Bogart, 545 Euclid Avenue, 
Beaumont, California, is the director 
of the California Friends of the Cats, 
which he is organizing to frustrate the 
attempts of the Friends of the Birds 
to bring about legislation in the State 
of California against cats and their 
owners. 

The director is a well known sports- 
man, writer and cat lover and has done 
much to spread interest in cats 
throughout the United States. “Uncle 
Guy,” as he is affectionately known, is 
also a harness racing judge. 

Perhaps he is best known for staging 
the annual Cherry Festivals at Beau- 
mont which attracts visitors from all 
sections of the United States. He is 
also interested in Rotary work and in 
1932 was presented a silver cup for 
“most outstanding services’ in this 
activity. 

In 1931 he constructed the Bogart 
Bowl at Beaumont. It seats 25,000 and 
is primarily used for pageants con- 
nected with the Cherry Festival and 
other civic and state-wide events. He 
has retired from many of his active 
pursuits in the civic and elective fields 
but continues his position publicizing 
California’s cherries. 

During the past year he has been 
active with National Cat Week 
throughout the State of California and 
performed an outstanding service in 
this respect. When asked to take hold 
of an organization to combat the cam- 
paign of the Friends of the Birds, he 
accepted immediately. In this respect 
he writes: 

“| feel no formal organization is 
needed for the California bird-cat 
situation; the nation is often over- 
organized. We need organized ef- 
fort more than organizations in 
this case. We will just call our 
organized effort California Friends 
of the Cats,”

the mounting campaign to legislate 
against California’s cats and cat own- 
ers are urged to contact him imme- 
ditely, by writing to Beaumont. Within 
the next thirty days he hopes to have 
completed a state-wide plan to begin 
action at once, Since the campaign by 
the Friends of the Birds is directed at 
the State Legislature, as was the case 
in Illinois, Dr. Bogart may adopt the 
same methods in his heading off drive. 
It is expected that the nucleus of this 
drive will be centered in Hollywood 
among the motion picture interests 
where he is well known and where a 
powerful branch of the counter-move- 
ment could be realized. 


Dr. Guy Bogart of Beaumont, Califor- 
nia, who is now the director of Cali- 
fornia Friends of the Cats, has many 
articles and poems printed in publica- 
tions throughout the Unitéd States. He 
composed the official poem for the 
1949 celebration of National Cat Week, 
titled “Your Cat Speaks,” which is 
herewith reproduced through the cour- 
tesy of the offices of National Cat 
Week at Pittsburgh, Pa.

The kittens will eventually be sold to 
three outstanding breeders in different 
sections of the United Kingdom, thus 
assuring a complete and highly suc- 
cessful mission of supplying England 
with much needed new Red Tabby 
bloodlines.

tens came over from U. S. A. to 
strengthen the British strain.”

The first pedigree Russian Blues ar- 
rived in America in September 1947. 
They were imported by Mr. C. A. Com- 
haire of Texas. These were a male and 
female of the same litter born in Feb- 
ruary 1947. The male is Dunloe Jan, 
and the female, Dunloe Blue Silk. The 
two cats are green-eyed. In a letter to 
the writer, Mr. Comhaire revealed 
that he did not intend to breed the 
pair, maintaining that he was opposed 
to close breed-breeding. He stated that 
he was expecting a different bloodline 
from a breeder in Denmark. No other 
information has been received from 
Texas. However, it appears likely that 
the Danish stock did arrive, and it is 
from the English-Danish combination 
that two California breeder-exhibitors 
obtained their specimens which were 
expected to make their debut at West 
Coast shows during the 1949-1950 sea- 
son. 

What the future holds for the Rus- 
sian Blue in America depends entirely 
on what decisions are made by the 
registry associations during the near 
future. If they are sincere in their 
plans to “cultivate” the class through- 
out the United States as a new and 
interesting animal, now is the time to 
change the name to give it the popu- 
larity it deserves. Certainly, the name 
Russian is anything but appealing to

Americans today with the strange car- 
ryings on politically and religiously 
behind the Iron Curtain. 

As a suggestion for a name that 
could be adopted, why not Continental 
Blue? 

Mr. T. B. Mason, noted English 
judge at the same time wrote in the 
February 1903 issue of Fur and Feath- 
er, “To call them Russians is a mis- 
take, seeing that a very large number 
are crosses from some other variety 

. and have little Russian blood in 
them. Then why call them Russian?” 

These two authorities—breeder and 
judge—completely discount the theory 
of Harrison Weir that the class was 
Long Haired, however, one of them 
maintains that the eye color is golden 
or deep orange. Mrs, Cox should cer- 
tainly know, if she herself imported 
them from Russia. Mason, however, is 
somewhat dubious of the country of 
origin. 

All this leads up to a very complex 
problem that should be clarified as 
soon as possible. Several breeders 
have taken considerable efforts and 
have gone to heavy expense to obtain 
these Russian Blue specimens with the 
object of establishing the breed even- 
tually throughout the United States. 
It is only right that protection be given 
them in their investment. Logical rea- 
soning points emphatically to a change 
in the name and the elimination of the 
word Russian, entirely from it.

As with a few other rare classes of 
cats, the Russian disappeared from 
the show rings until 1947. In August of 
that year the annual show was held in 
conjunction with the Canadian Na- 
tional Exhibition at Toronto. Among 
the entries in the domestic short hair 
division was Blue Boy, owned by a 
Canadian exhibitor. Mrs. Norah An- 
drews, judge of the event, made the 
discovery, being attracted to the cat 
with the green eyes. Since there was 
no class for Russian Blues under the 


A. C. A. sanctioned show rules, it was 
judged as a domestic and lost out in 
the final awards BECAUSE OF THE 
COLOR OF THE EYES. The Blue 
domestic has orange eyes. 


Later this same cat was exhibited at 
Buffalo, N. Y. in a show staged under 
C. F. A. sanction, placed in the domes- 
tic short hair class and carried off 
top honors in that division. It won 
similar awards at other exhibitions. 


The story about Blue Boy is that the 
exhibitor obtained it from a sailor 
passing through Toronto.

room and be comfortable. As they both 
thoroughly enjoy shows, we know a 
good time will be had by all; also we 
hope Ch. Fluffy’s picture and that of 
Ch. Lom Suen Ling of Norcliff have 
made the dead-line and will appear in 
CATS. Norcliff was also represented 
at Rose City show in Portland Ore. 

California Cat Club is in the final 
throes of taking entries; applications 
have had to be made early for this 
most popular show as space is limited. 
Several exhibitors from the bay area 
are showing there; we will report on 
these in January. Altogether there are 
nine shows scheduled for the Pacific 
Coast this season; many of these are 
holding specialty shows in conjunction 
—so it will be a ‘busy season for cats 
and their owners 

To Novice Exhibitors may we offer 
a few words of advice: Do not rely on 
last minute bathing or powdering to 
put show coats in condition; unless 
absolutely necessary bathnig should 
not be done close to show dates; two 
weeks or ten days before show time 
is late enough, The same with powder- 
ing; if coats are to be cleaned with 
powder, it should be done well in ad- 
vance and thoroughly brushed out so 
that the coat will be soft to the touch 
and glossy. Blacks and Smokes should 
not be powdered in the show room; it 
dulls their coats. I like listerine for a 
last-minute wiping better than alcohol 
—which most cats hate. After all it is 
the steady brushing and grooming day- 
by-day which counts not only with 
Long-hairs, but with Siamese; with the 
latter the great object is to keep the 
coat sleek and close-lying. Do not run 
around the show-room carrying your 
cat; it belongs in its cage and should 
be kept there; also do not overfeed at 
shows. If you do not understand the 
judge’s decision, she will explain it to 
you after the awards have been made; 
do not ask her during the judging.
